NEW MOTOR 


FOR ELECTRIC CARS TO DO AWAY 


WITH TROLLEYS 


Magnets Imbedded Between Rails of 


Track Pulled Cars in a Test Made 


At Chicago. 


Chicago, July 15.—Small electro- 


magnets imbedded between the rails 
of the track, were used to pull a street 
railway car in Chicago. TJnlike those 
in a trolley car the magnets did not 
work directly in turning the wheels. 
They did not even 
touch the 
iron 


suspended under the car or any part 
"of it. They acted as controlled teas- 
ers. 


All this took place with a ten-feet 


model car; accommodating six people, 
on a track ISO feet long in the Lef- 
fler Electric-Magnetic Railway Com- 
pany's indoor shop, at 153 Jefferson 
street. The car went 
round and 


round the track, backward and for- 
ward, fast or slow at the will of the 
operator, who worked 
with but a 


single lever. To stop it no brakes 
were needed. 


A change in the method of street 


railway propulsion is the possible re- 
sult. This public test, after many 
that have been made with apparatus 
more crude, led tae inventor, P. W.

The fundamental idea of the new 


system is "to cut a motor in two." 
The 
electro-magnets 
form one-half 


of the motor, and are placed in the 
ground in a line half way between 
the tracks. The other part, the arm- 
ature, is attached lengthwise to the 
bottom of the car. It is a long iron 
bar, cut up into feet, and so attached 


that the ends ordinarily are within an 
inch of the top of the magnet boxes. 
But the primary difference between 
the new system and the trolley 
car motor is that the electro-magnets 
do not cause the armature to turn the 
wheels. The new car is not propelled 
by the friction of the wheels with the 
track, but by tne invisible force of 
magnetism.

Further Details of This Man's Strange 


and Patehetic Story—A New 


York Dispatch. 


Adolph Moeller. the speechless par- 


alytic, who will soon leave for Ger- 
many to come into possession of a 
handsome patrimony, as told by Mon- 
day's Advocate was seen this mora- 
ing. He had passed a very, comfort- 
able and restful night at A. H. 
Seller's Germania hotel on 
South 


Second street. He had heard read the 
Advocate's account of the matter, anci 
expressed himself as highly pleased 
with its accuracy and general tone, in 
his peculiar manner. 


Mr. Moeller -ft ill remain at the Ger- 


mania for about a week, and 
wil: 


then go to Alliance to se£ his chil- 
dren, a girl aged 15, und a boy 
9, after which he 
will immediately 


leave for Germany, Mr. Slmross hav- 
ing by that time completed all a 
rangements for his "transportation. 
Moeller has a mother, two brothers 
and one sister in 
the 
Fatherland, 


whom he has not seen for 21 years. 
He left there when a lad of 16, ami 
has not since been back. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer has the 


following special from Mineola, Long 
Island, concerning Moeller: 


"The old adage that truth is stranger 


than fiction was aptly illustrated here 
by the revealing of the identity of a 
prisoner who has been a mystery to 
Sheriff Johnson ever since his appear- 
ance at the jail. About ten days ago 
a poorly dressed 
man, apparently a 


tramp, applied to the 
sheriff for a 


night's lodging. He was paralyzed on 
the right side and was unable to speak 
or write, though his hearing and brain 
appeared to be as- good as ever. Sher- 
iff Johnson could not bear to see the 
poor vagrant turned away so he was 
given a good supper and a comfortable 
bed for the night. The next morning 
efforts were made to find out the iden- 
tity of the outcast, but without suc- 
cess, as the man was unable to write 
or speak. Sheriff Johnson gave orders 
to search him and a slip of paper bear- 
ing the name of Mrs. Eva 
Johnson, 


Newark, Ohio, was found in his vest 
pocket. 


"The cheriff wrote to Mrs. Johnson 


and asked for information concerning 
his prisoner. 
Saturday he received a 


reply from Mrs. Johnson, telling the 
strange story of the paralytic 
tramp. 


He is Adolf Miller and was employed 
for some time, by Walter Upson, of 
No. 391 North Third steet, Newark, 
O., as stableman. Last November he 
had a stroke of paralysis and was 
sent to the hospital. After remaining 
there a short time he was removed tc 
the county infirmary and then myster- 
iously disappeared and all trace of him 
was lost till he turned up at Mineola. 
How he ever reached here cannot be 
told, as he cannot take care of him- 
self, and really needs assistance to 
walk. Shortly after his disappearance 
rom Newark a cablegram was receiv- 
ed from Germany worded as follows: 


'Chief of Police, Newark, O.: Is 


Adolph Miller of Elmshorn, Holstein, 
ame and penniless, 
in your 
poor- 


house? Moeler, Lockstedter, Holstein, 
Germany.' 


"In a few days a letter was receiv- 


ed from the same party saying that 
Miller had been left a legacy amount- 
ing to several thousands in trust for 
his support. In her letter Mrs. John- 
son goes on to state that she had be- 
friended Miller when he was penniless 
and just before he was taken to the 
hospital she gave him her name and 
address at his rer.uest and this slip 
was the means of his being restored 
to his fortune and friends. 


"After receiving Mrs. Johnson's let- 


ter the sheriff went to the jail and 
read it to Miller, who understood its 
import and burst into tears and fell at 
the feet of Sheriff Johnson .and kissed 
his hands, showing in his mute way 
that he was overcome with joy at be- 
ing able to return to his old home. He 
has a wife and two children at Alli- 
ance, Ohio who have mourned the hus- 
band and father as one dead, and Shei- 
iff Johnston's letter to Ohio caused de- 
spair to turn to joy. 


"Miller was sent to Jersey City in 


charge of a prison attendant and was 
placed on a train for Newark, Ohio. 


"Sheriff Johnson, in speaking of the 


strange affair, said: 
'There is no

man wandered away from home and 
was constantly pushed from one place
